STO RIES PRI NTED 

Calvin W. Rice Speaks 
to Seniors in En- 
gineering 



Calvin W. Rice, secretary of the 
American Society for Mechanical 
Engineers, in an address to the mem- 
bers of the senior class in Mechanical 
Engineering Monday morning at 
Dicker Hall, stated that the news- 
papers of the couuntry publish too 
many crime stories. He also spoke 
before the luncheon meeting of the 
same organization which was held 
in the palm room of the Phoenix 
hotel at noon. 

World vision and its relation to the 
student engineer was the theme of 
Mr. Rice's address. He advised the 
students to read the newspapers regu- 
larly, but to exclude all crime and 
scandal. By way of illustration, he 
displayed marked copies of various 
newspapers of the country in com- 
parison with the papers of England 
and South America, where he recent- 
ly attended engineering conferences 
at Ri<> de Jenario. He stated that 
the public is largely responsible for 
this condition, in that they demand 
only the sensational stories.

Karlier in the week, the warm 
breezes which began blowing across 
Stoll Field made a football uniform 
seem very hot and heavy, and the 
gridders lost much of their pep and 
enthusiasm.

The teams from the University are 
surpassed only by teams from larger 
colleges which makes it possible for 
them to have a larger group of stu- 
dents from which to pick a team. 

Professor Hooper, head of the de- 
partment of Dairying, and coach of 
the local teams, stated that he never 
has more than ten men from which 
to pick when he chooses the judging 
team each year, whereas the larger 
universities have fifty or more, and 
a large fund for the purpose. The 
funds at the University of Kentucky 
are limited, and students must defray 
their own traveling expenses while 
working for places on the team. 

The only state having representa- 
tions at each of the sixteen contests 
is Nebraska, and Kentucky has par- 
ticipated in only nine. This is proof 
that Kentucky, despite handicaps, has 
done well in the judging contests. 

The university team of '11 has been 
the only one to win first place, but 
other teams have made splendid 
showings. Members of the "Immor- 
tals," as they have been called, were: 
"Cotton" Smith, deceased, Paul La- 
Master, of Clemson College; and Wal- 
lace Campbell, farming in this state. 
In IStl the university team placed 
second— the University of Missouri 
taking first place. In 1920 the team 
placed third. The members of this 
team were Harry Farmer, D. Y. 
Dunn, and Frank Wedekemper. 

Next fall the International will be 
held at Indianapolis and four men 
will make the trip, three judges and 
one alternate. Professor Hooper will 
accompany the team as coach. 

Prospects for a quality team next 
year are exceedingly bright and plans 
are already being made for the trip, 
according to Professor Hooper.
